Bid opening tomorrow 


Sewer project 


offers may top 


city estimates

The suspense was mounting at City Hall today as officials, engineers and 
onlookers took their last guesses at the contents of a handful of envelopes — the 
sealed construction bids for Lompoc s mammoth regional sewage treatment 
project 
And the most educated guesses had it that the city’s assertedly largest ever 
construction project may wind up costing at least JS per cent more than the $10 43 
million construction tab quoted for the city by consulting engineers Brown and 
Caldwell Co 


The bids will be cracked open at 2 p m 
tomorrow in a public ceremony at City 
Hall Auditorium, in the rear at 119 West 
Walnut Ave., before an anticipated 
audience of around 100. 
If the consulting engineers’ estimate 
is the low figure, former President 
Nixon’s 1972 impoundment of $6 billion 
in 
federal 
antipollution 
funds 
may 
emerge as the villain of the bid opening 
drama 
Nixon’s move, intended to combat 
national inflation, stalled the Lompoc 
project fundless for a year as prices 
rose 
and 
materials 
and equipment 
became harder and harder to find 
And now that Lompoc's sewer project 
has 
been finally 
approved 
for 
the 
combined state and federal 87 5 per cent 
grant, so have a spate of others. An 
estimated 
50 
comparable 
sewer 
construction projects have gone out to 
bid in the last three months in California 
alone, estimated Lynn Hartford, Brown 
and Caldwell engineer. 
There are only a limited number of 
companies qualified to bid on these 
large, 
technical 
sewer 
projects, 
Hartford said, and these firms are 
picking and choosing and keeping their 
bids high. 
“We don’t anticipate we'll get as 
many bidders as we’d liked to have 
had,” 
Hartford 
sighed 
“ It ’s 
a 
contractors' market, I ’m afraid .’’ 
Hartford 
said 
the 
same 
market 
situation prevailed earlier this year 
when a similar sewer project in San 
Diego was bid at 50 per cent over its 
estimated 
cost. 
A 
Stockton 
sewer 
project, he added grimly, drew only two 
bidders and the lowest of these offered

more than the estimated cost 
Increases in grant funds are likely to 
pay for much of the higher construction 
cost, Hartford said, but the beefier bids 
will probably still wind up costing 
Lompoc and perhaps its surrounding 
communities 
thousands 
more 
than 
expected 
“When the lowest bid comes in over 
the estimate by more than 15 per cent, I 
believe, the state Water Quality Control 
Board reviews the entire project,” the 
engineer outlined “Normally, they have 
been accepting these higher prices; the 
grants are increased.” 


Local entities will still have to pay for 
12.5 per cent of the increased costs, even 
if 
all 
of 
the 
increased 
costs 
are 
considered grant eligible by the board. 
The total grant is for no more than 87.5 
percent. 


But some of the equipment in the 
regional system goes beyond the state 
and federal requirements and is only 
partly eligible or not eligible at all for 
grant funds. 


So. the extra cost to Lompoc will 
depend on 
exactly 
which 
types of 
equipment in the project cost more and 
how much more they will cost. 
The total project cost, as estimated in 
March of this year by Brown and 
Caldwell, 
runs 
to 
$12,005 
million, 
including costs for that firm's own 
engineering and consulting services. 
This total exceeded an original project 
estimate by 29 per cent. Few who have 
followed the project now believe even 
before tomorrow’s bid opening, that the 
price escalation will stop there.

The guerrillas have threatened to kill 
the hostages including a U.S. woman di­ 
plomat unless the U.S. government pays 
$1 
million for her release and the 
Dominican Republic frees 37 of their 
comrades from jail Several deadlines 
passed and the negotiations continued 


At one point a guerrilla leader shouted 
from a window that he would not be 
responsible for the hostages’ fate, and a 
psychiatrist warned that the man was in 
an ‘ explosive’ mental condition 


The guerrillas rejected a request by 
the U.S. ambassador that foam rubber 
mattresses be allowed into the building, 
negotiators said, but they accepted a 
new food ration of ham and cheese, soft 
drinks, cigarettes, and water delivered 
by Archbishop Hugo Eduardo Polanco 
Brito. 
The prelate said the guerrillas and the 
police have agreed on two shipments 
daily of food and drink, but other than 


that, he said, “there is no official 
solution in sight.” 
Before making the food delivery, the 
archbishop gathered up a bottle in a 
yard near the consulate with a new 
message from the guerrillas, but he 
declined to reveal its contents after 
giving it to police.

Food prices 
to increase 
10 per cent 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - Supermarket 
shoppers can expect to see food prices 
rise another 8 to 10 per cent by the end of 
next year, Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz said today. 
That increase, the result of a grain 
shortage bom in the spring rains that 
delayed planting or washed out crops 
and in the summer drought that did even 
more damage, would come on top of the 
12 per cent food price hike already regis­ 
tered this year. 
Agriculture 
experts, 
meanwhile, 
believe the food price outlook for the 
next 18 months could be even bleaker 
than Butz predicted because of last 
week’s premature frost in the midwest 
which will reduce both the quality and 
the quantity of this year’s crops. 
Butz said price hikes that can be 
forecast now will be gradual, with 
“perhaps 2 or 3 per cent more this year” 
and the remainder coming in 1975. 
Retail 
food 
prices 
have 
already 
increased 12 per cent during the first 
nine months of this year — the amount of 
increase originally forecast for the 
entire year — but Butz indicated he 
believes the worst may be over. 
“The big increases are behind us, and 
I think it is extremely fortunate that 
they are behind us,” he said “We may 
get an 8 to 10 percent increase in the 
next 18 months. Most of that will be the 
result of inflation.” 
Butz was interviewed on the CBS 
Morning News.

Kissinger testimony: 


Tiff with Hoover led 
to aides'wiretaps 
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Strachan given separate trial 
Watergate scandal climaxes 
in cover-up trial tomorrow 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) — On the day before the Watergate 
cover-up trial begins, U.S. District Judge John J, Sirica 
today agreed to a separate trial for one of defendants, 
Gordon L. Strachan, who claims the charges against him 
were tainted by a previous grant of immunity. 
The cover-up trial — the anticipated culmination of the 
scandal that absorbed the nation for two years and brought 
the resignation of former President Richard M. Nixon — is 
scheduled to begin at 9:30 a.m. E D T Tuesday with Sirica 
presiding 
The severing of Strachan was one of several last-minute 
legal maneuvers. The authenticity of the White House 
Watergate tapes also came under scrutiny in a special 
hearing today before Sirica 
Nixon, who as an unindicted co-conspirator and star 
witness will be the focal point of the trial, presumably will 
be asked by the prosecution to verify the authenticity of 
some 30 hours of tapes that have been prepared for use in 
the trial of five of his former aides and associates. 
But the former president, who has been pardoned since his 
resignation Aug. 9, is hospitalized 3,000 miles away and his 
lawyers suggest he is too ill to testify or respond to 
questions which the lawyers claim only he can answer. 
Nixon has been subpoenaed both by the defense and special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski. 
Sirica, while refusing to reconsider a motion to dismiss 
the charges against Strachan, agreed to sever his case in 
order to allow time for a pretrial hearing on whether the 
“government breached an informal immunity agreement... 
and a latter grant to him (Strachan) of statutory use 
immunity.” 
Strachan, once an aide to former White House chief of 
staff and co-defendant H. R Haldeman, was granted use 
immunity for his testimony before the Senate Watergate 
committee — testimony in which he advised other young 
men to stay out of government service. 
Under the use immunity agreement, testimony given by

Strachan to the committee could not be used against him, 
Strachan claimed that the government had not gathered any 
other evidence against him and therefore the charges should 
be dismissed. Sirica previously had that motion and was 
upheld by the appeals court. 
But Jaworski last week asked Sirica to sever Strachan’s 
case, apparently fearing the issue might result in a mistrial 
later for all defendants. 
“It is the conclusion of the court that the matter in dispute 
would be most fairly resolved at a pretrial rather than a 
posttrial hearing,” Sirica said in an order. “Since the time 
remaining before trial cannon accommodate such a hear­ 
ing, defendant Strachan’s case must there be severed.” 
Like the other defendants, Strachan was indicted for 
conspiracy. He also is charged with obstruction of justice 
and lying. 


In addition to Haldeman, the other defendants to go on 
trial were former Attorney General John N. Mitchell; 
former top White House aide John D. Ehrlichman, a former 
Assistant Attorney General Robert C. Mardian, and a Nixon 
re-election campaign committee lawyer, Kenneth W. 
Parkinson. 


Chief trial prosecutor James F. Neal will take six weeks 
to two months to make his case.

Burnell Michael Lewis, 20, of 
Calle 
Segunda 
was 
killed 
Friday night when he was hit 
from the rear as he drove his 
motorcycle north on Highway 
101 near Refugio The car that 
hit 
the 
youth 
was 
also 
reportedly traveling north It 
careened 
into 
the 
center 
divider after the impact and 
came to a halt. Three youths in 
their late teens or early 20s ran 
from the car and disappeared 
across the railroad tracks that 
p arallel 
the 
highway, 
according to the California 
Highway Patrol. 


As Lewis and his smashed 
motorcycle lay in the roadway, 
they were run over by a 
Volkswagen driven by James.

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Ford calls for international 
campaign against inflation 


WASHINGTON (UPI > 
Turning his attention from domestic to 
worldwide economic ills, President Ford said today inflation was 
past the point of toleration and pledged the United States would 
work for "cooperation, not more isolation,” among nations in the 
monetary field 
Ford made the remarks in a prepared address to the opening 
meeting of the governors of the World Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund (IM F) He said that Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon would offer greater detail” on the U S policies and 
proposed solutions 
Ford's speech came two days after completion of his economic 
summit conference at the White House which concentrated on the 
domestic problems 
"The problems that confront us today are serious and complex 
—a worldwide inflation at a rate far in excess of what we can 
tolerate; unparalleled disruptions in the supply of the world s 
major commodities; and severe hindrances to the real growth and 
progress of many nations, including in particular, some of the 
poorest among us,” Ford said in his IMF address 
The President said his administration was examining these 
problems "without rose tinted glasses 
and summed up U.S. 
objectives this wav 
"We want solutions which serve broad interests rather than 
narrow self-serving ones We want more cooperation, not more 
isolation. We want trade, not protectionism We want price 
stability, not inflation We want growth, not stagnation We want a 
better life for ourselves and our children 
He told the international representatives that "the United 
States is prepared to join with your governments and play a 
constructive leadership role ” 
During the economic summit, the experts agreed the United 
States is facing runaway inflation and rising unemployment But 
they could not agree on solutions and Ford asked ordinary citizens 
to help. 


In his closing speech Saturday to the summit meeting on the 
economy, Ford said: 
"Right now make up a list of 10 ways you can save energy and 
fight inflation Little things that have become habits but don’t 
really affect your health and happiness Exchange your family’s 
list with your neighbors and send me a copy. 
"Some of the best ideas come from your home rather than the 
White House. The success or failure of our fight against inflation 
rests with every individual American. 
The speech talked of a federal budget limited to $300 billion, 
hinted of a national energy policy, public service jobs and changes 
in the tax system to "encourage savings, stimulate productivity, 
discourage excessive debt and to correct inflation-caused inequi­ 
ties.” 
There were few specifics, but Ford promised recommendations 
for "a coherent and consistent program” within 10 days 
Two days of talk in the huge, oval-shaped underground ballroom 
of the Washington Hilton did not paper over the sharp ideological 
splits that still exist after a month of summitry 
-Labor and spokesman for the poor and for consumers feel the 
Ford administration may be ready to trade off higher 
unemployment to create the marketplace slowdown that can lead 
to lower prices. 
-Farmers fear the elements of scarcity that gave them a short­ 
lived boom in recent years will be built out of the system through 
the creation of food reserves and controls on farm exports. 
—Democrats contend tax incentives designed to induce 
consumers to save, investors to invest and businesses to expand 
are bound to create greater imbalances in the tax system. 
-Many felt the Federal Reserve had gone too far in controlling 
the amount of currency and credit in the economy, leading to high 
interest rates 
But Fed Chairman Arthur F. Burns made it clear the squeeze 
would continue until the government showed itself prepared to 
control inflation through other means —budget discipline and 
influencing labor and business to lessen their appetites. 
On one point, no dispute existed Gloom over U.S. vulnerability 


to foreign control of the price and supply of petroleum spread over 
the conference like an oil slick 
The experts were still in disagreement Sunday 
The conservatives said the first priority was to cut federal 
spending 
which could itself increase unemployment 
The 
liberals felt the poor and middle class should have cushions for the 
effects of inflation and were again proposing controls on wages, 
rents and prices 
In a broadcast interview (on NBC’s "Meet the Press” », 
Chairman Alan Greenspan of the Council of Economic Advisers 
said, "I think we have stagflation already 
"I'd say that the current state of affairs in which we find 
ourselves — that is 
low double digit inflation and an 
unemployment rate that was last published at 5 4 per cent 
is 
already this state ” 
Asked his assessment of the summit, Greenspan answered 
"There was not a single economist nor anybody else who had a 
prescription which will simultaneously suppress our inflation 
rate, improve production and reduce unemployment Now that 
may seem like sort of a negative approach to the problem, but 
what it does indicate is ... that it is a longterm problem.” 
Two liberal Democrats had a slightly different evaluation (on 
ABC’s issues and Answers). 
"My own view,” Sen. Edmund S Muskie of Maine said, is that 
heavy handed budget cutting could be a mistake , it could trigger a 
recession and it could focus on problems of those people who are 
particularly hurt by inflation and unemployment " 


Police cruisers m ay 


not deter crim e 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A 
year-long 
study 
on 
police 
practices has reached the same 
conclusions that an earlier, less 
extensive Los Angeles Police 
Department study proved. 
One of the major findings 
revealed Sunday in the Ford 
Foundation-backed study said 
cruising police cars do not 
necessarily deter crime or 
reduce the fear of crime. 
The study was conducted 
over a one-year period by the 
Police 
Foundation 
in 
the 
Kansas City, Mo. police depart­ 
ment, and, according to the 
LAPD, came to the same 
conclusions that prompted the 
LAPD to make a number of 
changes 
in 
its 
public 
protection. 
"W e’ve learned that a police­ 
man 
just 
being 
around—a 
nameless, faceless head in a 
cruising black-and-white — just 
isn’t enough,” said Lt. Dan 
Cooke, LAPD spokesman 
"Policemen have to get off 
their butts and out of their 
ca rs, 
to 
know 
the 
neighborhood, its problems and 
the people who live there if 
they’re going to be effective .” 
Cooke said the LAPD was the 
first police department to try 
such innovative programs as: 


—Team policing, in which 
small 
police 
units 
operate 
semi-independently as a small 
enforcement 
agency 
for 
a 
specific neighborhood 
—Decentralization 
that 
divided the department into 
four geographic areas and gave 
the deputy chiefs in each area 
specific responsibility for their 
area. 
—The Basic Car Plan, with 
patrol officers meeting with 
citizen groups 
regularly to 
discuss problems.

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First women officers 
sworn-in with CHP

SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The first contingent 
of women traffic officers were to be sworn in by 
the California Highway Patrol today, ending a 
45-year all-male tradition 
The women are part of an 80-cadet class 
starting 16 weeks of training at the patrol's 
academy in Sacramento The class is 50 per cent 
women 
Since the law enforcement agency was 
organized in 1929 no woman has been among the 
thousands who have patrolled in the familiar 
black and white cars which cruise freeways in 
California 
The training is part of a $1 million experiment 
to test the feasibility of hiring women to patrol 
the highways The project was proposed by CHP 
Commissioner Walter Pudinski The legislature 
agreed, and authorized the two-year program 
Pudinski was once sued in federal court after 
he refused to hire a woman who wanted to be a 
traffic officer. He said the experimental project 
would determine whether the women should be 
hired as permanent officers 


During 
the 
training, 
the 
women 
face 
academics, unarmed self-defense, shotgun and 
pistol training, use of tear gas, and driving at 
speeds in excess of 100 miles per hour. 


When the patrol first announced the 40 
openings, some 1,500 applicants said they 
wanted to join That list was pared to 127 during 
physical tests, oral interviews, written exams 
and vision tests The 40 were selected from that 
list. 


About one third of the women have some prior 
police work and seven have peace officer status. 


Every patrol traffic officer must graduate 
from the academy before going on the road 
Dropouts range from 8 to 25 per cent during 
training 


Patrol officials said few changes have been 
made at the academy in preparation for the 
women. The facility has two wings and one will 
be used for the women and one for the men. 


Flint, Michigan: nation'sfirst 
unemployment trouble spot 


FLINT, Mich (UPI) - This 
city that Buick built is filled 
with men like Larry Frank, 
men who wait day after day 
without much hope for the 
business rebound that will put 
them back on the assembly 
line. 
"You know what they say," 
Frank said "GM sneezes and 
the assembly line gets a cold.” 
Frank, 22, married two years 
and the father of a 4-month-old 
daughter, caught his cold last 
Jan. 27 — when General Motors 
laid off thousands of men at the 
depth of the energy crisis. 
He is still waiting for a job 
So were 30,200 other persons 
at the end of August. 
That figure represents 15.1 
per cent of the city’s work 
force and gives Flint the 
unwanted distinction of ranking 
first in the government’s list of 
unemployment trouble spots in 
150 major U.S. cities. 
The trouble in Flint (pop: 
193,317) is obvious. 
It is the home of Buick and as 
Buick goes, so goes Flint — and 
since the energy crisis, Buick 
has not gone well 
Buick sales in the 1974 model 
year hit 492,000, compared with 
an annual average of 640,000 
over the past five years. One of 
those years, 1970, saw sales 
slump to 487,000 because of a 
prolonged strike by the United 
Auto Workers. 
General Manager George R. 
Elges said sales should reach 
650,000 during the 1975 model 
year, but Larry Frank and a lot 
of other people think he is 
overly optimistic. 
"I got my doubts,’’ Frank 
said. 
If sales do not surge up, Flint 
is in trouble. 
GM employs about 70,000 


persons 
in 
the 
area 
and 
contributed more than $1.5 
billion to the area economy last 
year. The city represents the 
largest concentration of GM 
employment and production in 
the world 
Although the city, located 60 
miles north of Detroit on the 
once 
bustling 
Flint 
River, 
boasts 342 manufacturing con­ 
cerns, only 76 employ more 
than 100 persons. 
Buick started in Flint in 1903, 
when the city already was 
known as "The Vehicle City’* 
because of its large carriage 
and wagon production. It was 
from Flint that W C. Durant 
organized General Motors in 
1908 
As part of its brave new look, 
Buick is advancing a new 
slogan — "Starting 
here 
... 
Starting now ” 
And it is making a bid for the 
popular small car market with 
the Skyhawk, a luxury subcom­ 
pact that is the smallest car in 
60 years to carry the company 
nameplate. 
As bad as things were earlier 
this year, when unemployment 
soared to 18.4 per cent in

Abstract artists 
mobbed in Moscow 


MOSCOW (UPI) — "I don’t know where all the people came 
from but they came," artist Oskar Rabin said, beaming at the 
thousands of Russians gathered in a meadow at Izmailova Park 
The Soviet art lovers mobbed into the meadow Sunday, 
crowding around nonconformist artists as though the painters 
were rock stars at a Russian version of Woodstock. 
Seventy modern artists put their works on display in the biggest 
officially sanctioned show of avant-garde art by Soviet painters in 
a halfcentury. 
"We have just seen a real holiday of Soviet art," painter Alexei 
Tyapushkin said as the picnic-like show broke up after attracting 
several thousand Russians. 
The official Union of Artists banned members from taking part 
in the open-air exhibition, but Tyapushkin and three other 
establishment painters defiantly put their works on display in the 
crowded park 
Artists said four other union members pulled out of the 
exhibition because of a union threat of ouster. Expulsion would 
mean the loss of much of an artist's livelihood. 
The exhibition — permitted by city authorities after a similar 
show was broken up with bulldozers two weeks ago — was a cross 
between a happening and a paint-in.

session, Mrs. Morgan volleyed that the 
public hadn’t had a chance to view an 
environmental report the council was 
about to accept. She urged the panel to 
wait. 
“ We'll discuss it," the mayor said 
“ 1 hope you discuss it here, tonight, 
before the tv and not after the meeting, 
she broadsided in return 
“Thank you, A lberta," was Steven s 
improbable reply. 
One senior city staffer believes he has 
the infallible solution to Alberta: 
Hire her. She wouldn't dare make as 
much noise if she were a city employe, 
he 
reasons. 
She 
may 
have 
been 
listening 
Mrs. Morgan has recently 
announced that she will be a candidate 
for City Council in the March 1975 
special election. 
In point of fact, Mrs. Morgan was 
wrong about the environmental study. It 
had had several public hearings and had 
been available to the public. But her 
overriding point may not have been that 
far off the mark And that is, as she puts 
it, that “ people aren’t interested in city 
government because the city doesn t 
m ake 
them 
in te re ste d , 
doesn t 
advertise, make it accessible...people 
are sitting on their rights." 
Alberta annoys council m em bers and 
many spectators for two reasons. The 
first is her shrill delivery, which some 
have compared at its heights to the rude 
carping of a fish wife. The second is a 
common belief that her batting average

appearance at the mike is bush league. 
“ I 
can’t 
all-of-the-sudden 
become 
quiet and very bashful," she says, ‘ My 
God, they 'd think I was sick 
Critics say that when Alberta does ask 
a nitty gritty question, it only happens 
for the same reason that a shot gun blast 
will drive a nail: not good aim but just 
the law of averages. It is true, though, 
that she follows council meetings closer 
than many of those who groan to see her 
there. 
City staffers betray the feeling that 
she doesn't know what she’s talking 
about But then, they're the folks who 
often have to deliver the answers. 
Whether 
or 
not 
she’s 
frequently 
misinformed, Mrs. Morgan s questions 
also often seem to hover between 
frivolity and revelation — no one can tell 
because no one’s ever thought to ask or 
answer some of them 
“ If you re asked a question in public 
(as a council m em ber), you d better be 
able to answer it in public," she states 
her credo “ If the heat's too hot, get out 
of the kitchen " 
To reuse other words, Mrs Morgan, a 
working Lompoc housewife, is in some 
quarters 
considered 
a 
grumbler, 
a 
censurer, a giver of advice, a regent of 
sovereigns, a tutor of nations 
But it hasn't always been easy for all 
of us to stay appalled at her This was 
precisely the sam e description Napoleon 
rendered of journalists.

m inister in the world. 
“ Probably" 
was, 
one 
assum es, 
a 
historian's deference to the probability 
that while he was at his seat waiting his 
turn to speak, somewhere in the world 
there was a political coup, and a foreign 
m inister 
fresher 
than 
himself 
was 
born.) 
And after the speech was ended, there 
was only perfunctory applause 
But 
what happened then was significant. 
Indi vi dual 
d e le g a te s 
c a m e , 
in 
substantial numbers, to wring his hand 
The monolith, over at the General 
Assembly, has not atomized. The Third 
World, backed by the Communist World, 
continues to act as a bloc But of course 
the rise in the oil prices has had a 
laxative effect on the bloc Kenya has 
calculated that with one stroke, the 
Arab nations vitiated all the foreign aid 
received by Kenya during an entire 
year It is so with other countries in 
Africa, and Asia, and Latin America. 
These countries are not yet ready to 
defy the Arab states (in point of fact, 
they don’t have much to defy them with, 
except that factitious parliam entary 
m ajority that dom inates the General 
Assembly). They are, for one thing, 
hoping that the Arabs will come up with 
a two-tier price system. Cheap oil for 
the poorer nations, expensive oil for the 
rich nations. Until the Arabs say no to 
that one, the third-world victim s will be 
docile. Perhaps only then will they not 
onl y 
c o n g r a t u l a t e 
K i s s i n g e r 
surreptitiously, but also openly. 
Ours is the im portant initiative. We 
suffer from a lack of solidarity in 
Europe 
This 
issues 
from 
several 
considerations The first is the general 
disunity of Europe on m atters great and 
small. The second is Europe’s direct 
reliance on Arab oil. A show of Arabian 
displeasure 
can 
result 
in 
western 
industries grinding to a halt not next 
spring, but next Tuesday. 
Nations 
tend 
to 
be 
sycophantic 
towards others, in such circum stances. 
And 
then 
England, 
that 
sly 
old 
m erchant, is on the brink of one of the 
most luxuriant extraction projects in oil 
history. If only she can last until 1978 or 
so, she will have oil to light the lamps in 
China, 
and 
then 
some. 
England’s 
hostility to the high price of oil is not, at 
the 
moment, 
Her 
M ajesty's 
chief 
complaint 
against 
the 
international 
order 
The United States, almost alone, could 
in fact w eather an Arab boycott, though 
it would be extrem ely painful. The 
leadership, accordingly, is clearly ours 
to take, and we have finally taken it. The 
language of President Ford had just the 
right blend of tact and apocalyse. “ The 
advantages of cooperation are as visible 
as the dangers of confrontation, 
he 
said Mr. Kissinger was more specific. 
“ Despite our best efforts to m eet the oil 
producers’ 
legitim ate needs and to 
channel their resources into constructive 
uses, the world cannot sustain even the 
present 
level 
of 
prices 
much 
less 
continuing increases.” 
It 
was 
then 
that 
he loosed 
the 
thunderbolt. “ What has gone up by 
political decision can be reduced by 
political decision.” There was the artful 
ambiguity. Can be reduced by political 
decision You can read that to mean the 
Arabs’ political decision. 
Or you can read that to mean the 
western pow ers’ political decision.

Take, for example, a meeting notice 
we received last Friday from the County 
Park Department The meeting will be 
held in Santa Barbara on riding, hiking 
and bicycle trails studies which are 
being conducted by the firm of Royston, 
Hanamoto, Beck and Abey, landscape 
architects, preparing the recreation 
element of the comprehensive plan. 
(There must be a dozen of these sub­ 
contractors preparing “elem ents’ 
of 
that comprehensive plan). 
The meeting notice 
is a page-and-a-half in 
length and this is why:

supply. 
Development and use

Analysis 
of areas suitable for 
future trails. 
Plan Development Program 
The consultants have proceeded with 
the assumption that planning for trails 
should be based on reasonable and 
attainable goals, and that trail planning 
includes trail building and maintenance 
(implementation). 
Accordingly 
they 
have proposed the following: 
a 
The Recreation Element should 
include only off-road trails. 
b. Trails shown on the currently 
adopted General Plan 
tested 
against 
the 


constraint maps which are in the data 
bank to determine suitability. 
c. The need for trails (by type) to 1980 
will be calculated. Those trails already 
adopted will be divided into segments 
which would make reasonable sized 
projects, and in sections of similar 
character. Each trail segment will be 
scored based on 12 separate criteria.

Only a few days remain for citizens to 
insure their franchise for the November 
5 election. Since registration must cease 
29 days before an election, the deadline 
is October 6. But that is a Sunday and 
some county clerks may quit receiving 
registrations on Friday October 4. 
With the time running out to qualify 
electors both major parties are in a last 
minute 
surge 
to 
gather 
in 
the 
unregistered. 
It is estimated that more than one 
million eligibles went unregistered in 
June. The Democrats hope to capture 70 
per cent of those to raise their total to 
six million. Republicans are hoping to 
increase their strength to four million or 
better 
It 
is 
conceded 
by 
Bruce 
Nestande, statewide GOP registration 
director, that more gains are likely to be 
made by the Democrats. 
The Republicans have set aside only 
about $100,000 for their registration 
drive while the Democrats had planned 
to spend three times that amount. 
More than 600,000 voters already 
registered declined to identify with any 
party and another 100,000 affiliated with 
the Peace and Freedom and American 
Independent parties. 
Although 
the 
Democrats 
had 
5.3 
million registered for the June primary 
less than 3 million of them bothered to 
cast ballots. The Republicans did better 
with two million of their 3.5 million 
turning out at the polls. Overall it was 
one of the poorest primary votes in the 
state’s recent history with only 53 99 per 
cent of the registered voters balloting 
The importance of getting the voters 
registered 
becom es 
even 
more 
significant when it is realized that the 
number now registered is far from 100 
per cent of those eligible. And, with only 
a little more than half of those actually 
casting ballots, the running of the 
government 
by 
electoral 
decisions 
becomes something less than the voice 
of the majority Edmund G Brown, Jr., 
(and Houston I. Flournoy both got the 


nominations 
for 
governor 
of their 
respective 
parties 
although each 
received a total vote of only about five 
per cent of the state’s population. 
And, unless registration gatherers are 
highly successful and unless there is a 
high percentage of the voters willing to 
take the trouble to vote, one or the other 
will be the next governor with less than 
a majority 
of the registered voters 
having favored him. 
Numerous 
methods 
have 
been 
suggested to make both registration and 
voting easier for all citizens. Actually, it 
isn’t all that difficult as it stands. 
Volunteers and paid workers set up 
registration 
booths 
at 
convenient 
neighborhood locations and even go door 
to door to recruit voters. Precinct 
booths 
for 
balloting 
are 
spotted 
conveniently on election day. Anyone 
who desires can get an absentee ballot in 
advance of election day. 
Still, the Legislature has toyed with 
registration ideas to make it simpler. 
One plan has been mail registration and 
another was for a more permanent type 
of registration. 
If there is an easier way, a better way, 
the Legislature has yet to find it or to 
act upon it. The various proposals 
entertained during the two year session 
just completed are still in limbo 
But there is little excuse for citizens 
not to register and not to vote. When 
they fail to fulfill this duty they don’t 
leave 
themselves 
much 
room 
to 
complain about their government
